Four Soldiers Killed In Copter Crash 


The crash of a single Army heli- 
copter Monday morning shortly after 8 
a.m. claimed the lives of all four 
occupants. The UH-1 Huey was on a 
routine training mission about seven 
miles south of Brantley when the crash 
and explosion occurred. 


Witnesses who were driving on the 
highway less than 100 yards from the

SMOLDERING pieces are all that remain of an U.S. Army Huey h 
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crash site rushed into the pine thicket to 
assist any possible survivors, but the 
flames and imminent explosion backed 
them away. Bill McClain, of Evergreen, 
was driving by with his wife and two 
children, and was followed closely by a 
work truck and three loggers working 
with him nearby. He reported seeing 
one flyer attempting to get out but the 
explosion ignited the entire plane in 
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seconds and killed any possible 
survivors, 


McClain said the copter appeared to 
be unusually low and circling back 
toward a peanut field across the road 
but didn't make it. While he and his 
three employees attempted to get near 
the crash and make rescue attempts, his 
wife drove to the nearest telephone to

report the crash. 

Herb Strickland, of the Ft. Rucker 
Public Information Office, listed the 
victims as CW-2 Stanley R. Menze, age 
39, of Nebraska, instructor pilot; Ist Lt. 
Frederick Earl Berkhan, age 24, of 
Ellenwood, Georgia; 1st Lt. Franklin 
Pena, age 27, of Elmhurst, N.Y.; and 
2nd Lt. James Alfred Fitz, age 24, of 
Riverdale, MD. 


The explosion and fire were so 
intense that military crash investigation 
teams recovered only three charred 
bodies. The fourth was not fully 
recoverable, according to military 
officials. 


Strickland said, ‘It is a messy one 
with bits of wreckage scattered some 
distance from the main impact area.” 
He said it might take a long time to 
determine the cause of the crash, “if 
ever,”’ 


Pre-Dawn Blaze 
Destroys Victoria

Fire completely destroyed the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Buddy Simmons of the 
Victoria community during pre-dawn 
hours Monday. 

The couple managed to rescue their 
four young children from the blaze 
without any injuries, but were unable to 
save any clothing or household items. 

Volunteers from the Five Star Fire 
Department received the call at 4:20 but 
when they arrived approximately seven 
minutes later, the frame house was 
engulfed in flames. 

Mrs. Simmons told neighbors she 
woke up with a toothache and started to 
the kitchen to get some medicine. But 
when she opened the kitchen door, the 
flames met her. 

The Brundidge Fire Department 
also assisted Fiye Star volunteers in 
battling the blaze and preventing it 
from spreading to a nearby grocery 
store.

Elba City Council Plans 
$40,000 Street Project 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening and heard reports from the 
police department on court cases; city 
engineer in proposed road resurfacing; 
the mayor on the city’s financial status; 
and a list of complaints from Mrs. 
Marilyn Mills. 

Other business included a report 
that the case of an inoperable street 
sweeper can possibly be settled by 
taking bids on a new machine and 
requiring the old machine to be taken on 
a trade-in basis. Otherwise, Mayor Bob 
English told the councilmen, the case 
could stay in court for several years. 
English also appointed council mem- 
bers to make recommendations for 
persons to fill expired board positions. 

Councilman Cleo Hawkins and John 
Sharpless will recommend a_ school 
board appointment for the seat now 
held by Fred Clark; Sonny Inman will 
make a recommendation for a planning 
and zoning board seat held by Lt. 
Wade; Charles Kennett ‘and David 
Stokes will recommend two persons to 
the mental health board for Jake 
Bonneau’s and Dr. John Kimmey’s 
positions. 

City Engineer Jim Williams pre- 
sented the council with a list of city 
streets which need resurfacing. State 
funds earmarked by law for resurfacing 
and repairs now total approximately 
$40,000 for the city. Williams recom- 
mended Buford, Oak, and Ash Streets, 
Ash, Brookdale, and Pine Circles, and 
Forrest, for an estimated $29,623. He 
added Seminole and Cherokee Streets 
to the list at approximately $8,000 each 
and noted that Flourney Drive needs 
work badly, but the mayor did not 


Pritchett Gets 


$25,000 From 
County 


The Coffee County Commission has 
been ordered to pay $25,000 to a local 
teenager in connection with a 1979 
accident 

Mike Pritchett was avarded the sum 
for damages which resulted from an 
accident he was involved in with a piece 
of county equipment. After one hour's 
deliberation, a circuit court jury in Elba 
ruled in the boy's favor last week. 

The accident occurred when a 
county front-end loader was backing 
across the highway and collided with an 
automobile driven by Pritchett, then 16 
years old. The original lawsuit sought 
$200,000. 


The county commission also has a 
new county engineer to replace Bill 
McClain who resigned the position’ 
earlier this month. 

Charles G. Bowden of Route 2, 
Samson has assumed the engineering 
duties for the county. He has previously 
worked with the Geneva County Com- 
mission, as a civil engineer, drainage 
engineer, farmer, and owner of an 
Enterprise based engineering and land 
surveying company. 


agree. Williams said English disagreed 
because of possible criticism that he 
lives on that street. 

Williams said if the council could 
add a few thousand dollars to the 
proposed $40,000, he could get a lot of 
extra street work finished. Several 
councilmen stated that Flournoy Drive 
should not be left off the list simply 
because the mayor lives there, if the 
street needs repairs. ; 

English reported the March sales 
tax had increased over previous months 
to $32,000. He also noted that present 
trends indicated the city will end the 
year with a $35,000 surplus despite the 
drastic cut in federal funds. 

Mrs. Mills complained about the 
dog catcher not enforcing the leash law, 
the city not paving the section of Plant 
Avenue she lives on, speed limits on 
Guyton, weed killer on the levee, and 
asked for a $534 reimbursement from 
the city for materials used to build a 
fence for her dog. 

English told her the law limited use 
of the available money for repair work; 
the dog law is being enforced; refused 
to consider paying for her fence; cited 
limited funds for not killing the weeds 
on the levee; and asked Police Chief Ray 
Norris to give her an update on speed 
limit signs on Guyton Street. 

Norris said new signs haye been 
ordered and the law will be strictly 
enforced n the 25-mile-an-hour zone. 

On at least two occasions when Mrs. 
Mills disagreed with answers given by 
city officials, English stated that he 
wasn't going to argue the matter with 
her. He offered to discuss a matter with 
her in his office later. She promised to 
return to the next meeting, but ex- 
pressed doubts it would do any good.

Members of the Enterprise City 
Council and local investors hoping to 
redpen the plant met with the com- 
mission last week and stated the 
company would be a home-operated 
industry and would provide job stability 
to over 400 families. 

At Tuesday's meeting the com- 
mission passed a resolution lending all 
support available under current statutes 
and agreed to grant tax-exempt status 
for a period of five years. 


Also at Tuesday’s meeting, County 
Attorney Rowe informed the commis- 
sion that two new circuit judges had 
been appointed to hear cases involving 
the county. Circuit Judge William 
Gordon has been appointed to rule on a 
petition seeking declaratory judgment 
on the legality of a 1-cent sales tax 
which will be used to finance con- 
struction of a new jail. Attorney 
General Charles Graddick ruled last 
year that the county could not pass the 
tax to construct a jail; but Attorney 
Rowe has declared the attorney gen- 
eral’s opinion is wrong, and filed for 
declaratory judgment which would 
result in a final decision on the legality 
of the tax. 


Judge Jack Wallace has been named 
to hear a suit hrought »gainst the county 
by Dothan architect Joseph Donofro. 
Donofro declares he has a binding 
contract with the county for architect- 
ural work on a 40-prisoner jail to be 
constructed in the county. The com- 
mission decided that Donofro’s contract 
was on an old project to build a jail in 
Elba, and when the project was dropped 
the contract became void. In his suit, 
Donofro is asking for $150,000 or 6 
percent of construction costs in building 
a jail.

Sentencing Of 
Cake Postponed 


The sentencing of Robert Cake, an 
Alexander City man convicted of second 
degree arson of an Elba business, has 
been delayed until 9 a.m. Monday at the 
Coffee County Courthouse in Elba. 

Cake was scheduled to be sentenced 
last monday, but it was delayed by 
Circuit Court Judge Terrv Butts. 

Cake pled guilty to setting tire to the 
Frank Ashe Ford building in Elba last 
May. A second degree arson conviction 
carries a possible one to ten years 
prison sentence. 

Frank Ashe, the owner of the 
dealership, was sentenced to 10 years in 
prison last month after being found 
guilty of plotting the fire. His case is 
currently being appealed.
